THE BROKEX CABINET. 

"A House divided agaiu.st itsolf can- 
not stand." That is old ; but it is veiy 
true. An establishment, an institu- 
tion, a govommeut — if you^will — com- 
posed of incongruous elements which 
bofore,^they^junited warred with each 
other; mutually hating, despising, 
loathing, are' brought, together and 
kept together by the bond of necessity 
or self-interest. Fragile indeed must 
bo tliejstructoe tUat.rests. on .so, slip- 
per}' and "uncertain a foufidation. For 
the instant the necessities of the com- 
ponent jiarts are satisfied, or interest 
points to fresh combinations, internal 
connuotions begin and the frail ereetio^i 
.soon falls to the ground from^ sheer 
■wajat of coh^ive.ppwer. Tliore occurs 
to us a¥tliis"nWinont;' a local illustra- 
tion, and we yield to the sore tempta- 
tion of rot'urriug to it. 'I'he events of 
the past few days have shown that the 
new Slini.stry is anything but a unit. 
Oil and water won't mix, and how 
could tw({ men like G. A. Walkem and 
T. B. HoMPUiiEYS, who hare not a 
thought or aspiration in common, re- 
pose long on the same political couoh 
witliout one monojiolizing all. the cov- 
ering, and tlio otlier trying to kick liis 
nnite out of bed i The quarrel began 
nine years ago, when Mr. Walkem 
moved i^Ir. Humphreys' expulsion from 
the Legislative Council for words .yxi/:- 
en outside the House — an outrage that 
was perpetrated in tlie interest and at 
the bidding of a tyrannieal and irre- 
spon.sible Government. From that 
period, down to a few months ago, 
both gentlemen remained uncompro- 
■mising personal and political enemies. 
The English language was ransaclced 
for hard, biting, bitter phrases to hurl 
at each other's heads ; and whoa Mr. 
A\'"alkk.m undertook tlie task of forming 
a Ministry lie suljuiitted with exceed- 
ingly ill grace to the dictation of Mr. 
HUJIPII keys' followers and consented 
to admit him to the (!abinct. In tlie 
Elliott frovenunent ^Ir. ITi'.Mi'innovs 
held the portfolio of Minister of Fi- 
nance. When the new Cabinet was in 
course of formation bis friends put liini 
forwai'd for the portfolio of Chief Com- 
missioner—the only position worth 
having in the Govenameut. The least 
Mr. Walkeji could have oflerod him 
was the department of 'finance. Mr, 
Tl. 'a friends having always asserted 
that lie was Avroiigfull}' dismissed from 
that post by Mr. Elliott, it would 
have boon a graceful act to have af- 
forded him the opportunity of proving 
•his efficiency as a financier. What did 
. Mr. Walkeji do ? Ho came before a 
caucus of bis supporters and announced 
tliat he had himself scooped up the 
Chief Commissionership and the Attor- 
ney-Generalship, tJiat he had given the 
"finance department to Mr. Bea^ kn, 
and that he left to the caucus the task 
of selecting a Provincial Secretary. M r. 
IIUMPiiiiKYa was thus made to run the 
gauntlet of the caucus — an ordeal tiiat 
was spared Mr. Bijaven — and although 
he was chosen by that ■ caucus he can 
feel in no wise indebted to Mr. Wal- 
KEM for the position ho holds. .As the 
Cabinet is constituted — with the two 
most important portfolios in the Pr(^- 
mier's liauds, and the next in Tslv. \\v..\- 
vicn's — i\Ir. I-Iujii'iiRi:vs is practically 
a nobody. flis duties are so light that 
it has been truly said^tho hardest work 
he performs is to draw liis salary. In 
the former House Mr. HuMPiinEYs was 
.wont to shine as the " Bapert of de- 
bate." On the hustings ho was known 
as an oratorical gladiator. On the pub- 
lic platform lie passetl current as the 
silver-tongued speech-maker. The fre- 
quent visitor to the House, or the read- 
er of the reports of the proceedings of 
the current Session, Avill have noticed 
that Mr. Hujiphki:vs, from being the 
ino.st loquacious, has become the most 
silent member of the House. If, 
through the adroit management of Mr. 
Walkesi he has been reduced to a no- 
body in the Cabinet, he liad sunk to in- 
significant nothingness in 'the House. 
Beyond answering a few (piestionS, un- 
til Tuesday his clarion voice was un- 
heard. It almost seemed that when 
he accepted oiiice lie had signed a bond 
to bottle his eloquence in the .House. 
We had begun to despair of ever again 
revelling in the sweet notes of that sil- 
ver tongue. But oa Tuesday !Mr. Hu.m- 
PiniKYs asserted himself Ho IiuvhI 
tlie shackles that had been ])laecd u[)ou 
him. Witli a bound lie ovmleapt all 
restraint, and rushing into the thickest 
of tiic fray, laid about him in grand 
style— cutting and slashing friend and 
foe alike, and retiringj when exhausted, 
with the announcement that ho meant 
to vote against the (iovernment of 
which lie is a member. Six mcunbers, 
.all supporters of tho Covernmcnt, in- 
cluding Mr. Huiu'UKEYS, voted against 
the .Go vernment on that occasion, and 
had the nine Opposition members voted 
on the same side the Government 
would have been defeated ly a majori- 
ty of four. Eesigiiation would nut 
have followed as a matter of course ; 
but there would have been none the 
less a defeat. By refusing to follow 
the lead of the six the Opposition have 
slio\ra that they can rise above the 
paltry con.siderations of oflieo and emol- 
ument when the interests of the coun- 
try are at stake. 

What will become of the Govei'iinient 
when the House shall have adjourned 
we can scarcely venture to predict ; but 
the iulmrniony of the Cabinet, which 
many suspected, having become public, 
.ind it having been made manifest that 
■]Mr. Mr.MiMiiiEYs will not longer con- 
sent to play the role of .a nonentity in 
the Cabinet, or sit with a padlock on" 
hi.s lips in the House, we should no"t bo 
surprised if duiing the recess an at- 
tempt nt reconstruction were made. 
Mr. HuMPHriH:Y.s' safety lies in the 
strength of his following. If I\Ir. AVal- 
KEM can do without him he will surely 



throw^him'iqVerboard ; but the most 
prbbaUe'iolution of the problem will 
be ]\[r. HuiiPHHi'.vs' laying claim to 
tho Lands and Works and forcing tho 
Premier to surrender it. Tuesday's 
proceedings show that he knows his 
jtower and is not afraid to assert it when 
occasion requi'.-e.^. As was .said of a 
much more distinguished man, "he has 
the world at bis foot, and is not afraid 
to kick it." 



THE SEPARATION MEMORIAL. 



Mr. Walkeji's speech in introducing 
the Separation memorial yesterday was 

weak as water and dry as dust. 
This gentleman is fast losing the snap 
and cr.ick nml "go" that were wont to 
distinguish his oratory. Ho is terribly 
down at the heel as a speaker, and is 
either growing lazy or has no confi- 
dence in the sxiccess of the cause he "ad- 
vocates. The public have not forgotten 
how ill 1877 be traveled from Don to 
Beer-Shelia proclaiming that the "child 
}-et unl)orn would not live to see the 
first rail of the overland railway laiil in 
Ib itish Columbia." Mr. Smitho's s])eeeh 
was a masterly eflbrt. He ti-aversed the 
whole rail w.ay question with rare ability, 
and .showed with telling emphasis that 
tiie dispatches of tlie ICi.liott Covi-rii- 
ment on the railway bad been appro- 
priated ly tho present Covernment to 
make tho ai-gumcnt of tho memorial 
forcible and tolling. Dr. Asii nmde 
some excellent points against the Gov 
ei'umout and voted against the meia- 
orial, which (as iMr. .SsiiTiii-: truly re- 
marked) is not regarded hero as seri- 
ously meant. It is the damage tliat 
will bo done to Victoria abroad that 
is most to bo feared. 



jREGEiYT LEGISLATION. 



Tlu! remarks of Captain KvANs in the 
House on Weiliie.silay re.sjiecting the 
tendency of the legislation of the session 
were exceedingly (iprajtos, and niay bo 
aceejitcd as a rellex of po]iular feeling 
in districts iu)t contiguous to the Ca])i- 
tal. It will lie au unfortunate day for 
Victoria if the outside districts once get 
it into their heads that A'^ictoria is 
running tho Government at the expense 
of the whole country. IMauifestations 
of an iqiiiroaehiiig storm are beginning 
til rc'aeli us from all parts of the Prov- 
ince, and we greatly fear when the 
efleets of the recent legislation begin to 
be felt that a feeling of prejudice and 
hostility against this place will bo 
aroused that will not easily be ajijieas- 
od. Our representatives should be 
warned by tho fate of ISTew Westmin- 
ster. I\Iany years ago that town got it 
into its head tluit as Pari.s is Franco, 
New Westminster must bo British Co- 
lumbia. Her sellisliiiess and arrogance 
cost her tho Capital. Victoria's greed 
may cost her not only tlio Capital but 
tlii"^ Island railway as Avell.

Our British Columbia neighbors are 
now making another desperate effort to 
Rcai'o the Dominion Government iuto a 
compliance with the terms of the union. 
Becent disjiatches from Victoria state in 
substance that a memori.al was laid be- 
fore the liousfi there last Wednesday 
by the Premier adilrcssed to her iMajes- 
ty the Queen, setting forth the griev- 
ance of tiie province in detail, and con- 
cluding with .an on! i-eaty that, in event 
tho Domijiion (lovornment fails to 
carry into effect tlit^ Carnarvon terms 
of IS7I, before the first day of May 
next, it shall be ordered that British 
Columbia havo the right to withdraw 
from the union. Really we cannot ac- 
credit our British cousins with sincerity 
in this movement. It looks too much 
like political buncomlx! upon tho face 
of it to be construed into any sincere 
intention on their jiart to withdraw 
from the union, which to them is a 
source of so niucli profit, and perhajis 
they will find after exhausting all their 
I'esouvce.i in this direction, like tho boy 
who wanted more niarljles, that the 
Dominion < f ovei-uincut ''(lon't scare 
worth a cent." They wanted the jiro- 
iiiised traiiseoiitiiicntal railroad, of 
course, and are rigiit in demanding of 
the Canadian Government a comijliance 
with the terms of union in this matter, 
but it must bo understood they are al- 
ready the reci]Hontsof too much govom- 
meut pap to be accredited with c.\n\ 
the I'emoli'st iiitriitioii or desire to with- 
draw from the union. The troublu all 
comes here. T'lie Canadian Goveramont 
in their acceptance of tho Carnarvon 
sottlememt of '74 and the anterior 
agi'eement, undertook more than they 
can ever fulfil. Tlu^ jirojiosed railroad 
was a wild, imjiracticable scheme, prem- 
atures, at least, by half a century. The 
building and niainlciiaiieo of such a 
road would have wellnigh iiankruptcd 
the Canadian Government. Admitting, 
however, tliat the Government has no 
inteniion of building the road until 
the business of the ('(luntry will justify 
its eonstnictioii, which must be many 
years hence, and pinduqis never, they 
have an elephant on their h.ands in the 
possession of British Columbia which 
they naturally would havo no objection 
to parting with, and British Columbia 
alone would lie (he loser by the separa- 
tion. * * * " * * 
Now wo take it that (lur British (AjUiiii- 
liia neighbors are too thoroughly wedd- 
ed to the cofisidoration of their owii m- 
torest, and altogether too fond of feder- 
al pap, to back square out of the union 
with Canada, even if tho "right" they 
pray for were granted tlieni. Once out 
out of this' union tluy wfiuld fiinl it 
necessary to reduce the expense of their 
local Cfovcrnmentaboutoiie-fourth more. 
Then tho heads of a score of their gov- 
ernment supernumeraries, who ai-e of 
no more utility than the fifth wheel 
to a coach, must needs come oil', and 
surely there would be weeping and 
gna.shing of teeth, We would welcome 



them into our union, but they could 
expect uo such stall feeding from Uncle 
Sam. They would then bo obliged to 
adopt tho independence of the Yankee 
and shift for themselves, and they have 
been too long accustomed - to look to 
the government for help to undertake 
this. To do tho jn-actical thing our 
neighbors should reduce the expense of 
the government to reasonable propor- 
tions, and then appropriate the balance 
to railway improvement. Expend a 
portion of it,-forrinstano^ in building 
the proposed New Westminster and 
Whatcom railroad. 



Tho Thunderer on Our Bolationa vltli 
I OauaOa. 

London, Aug. 2G. — The Times, on 
the desire of the United States to nego- 
tiate reciprocity treaty with Canada on 
the basis of tliC economical doctrine pre- 
valent in tho union, says: Canada is 
within operation of England's commer- 
cial treaties, and could not establish 
reciprocity with the United States with- 
out transgressing tho most favored na- 
tion's clause in these treaties. Whether 
apart from tho ijuestiou of our treaty 
oiiligations there would be any disposi- 
tion iu Canada to assent to tho pi*o- 
posal is most doiibtful. The mind of 
Canada can bo freely expressed in the 
parliament of tho Dominion, and we are 
willing to abidi^ by its free diH'larations. 
There is no disposition to fetter Cana- 
dian liberty of action, even if the aliol- 
ishment of the customs with the 
United States was the result of it, but 
the jirospects of tho scheme are at least 
doubtful. When the subject was rais- 
ed, some four years since, the Dominion 
govermiusut protested they would never 
listen- to any suggestion for the admis- 
sion of mauufactui'era of the United 
States on more fayorod terms flian those; 
of tho United Kingdom, and we have 
no reason to supiioso any cliaiign of 
sentiment has since beoii iloviiloped.

Hull. i\[v. Walkuui inovetl tluit in tiiu 
opiiULiii lif tlii.s housi) im liiiuiblc ailih-e.ss 
alre.idy i)ubli.sheil respecting tlio violiition 
by Caniula uf her r.iilw.ay uii;,'.\i,'oiiioiits 
witli this Province bo proseiitoil to IJur 
Majesty: 

Tlio hriu. gentluman tlicn, uitlumt htiv- 
ing read tin; claii.scs uf the riddri.'.ss, j)ro- 
coeiled t(i iiarrato to tlio llnuiio circuiii- 
staiices iiUuiuliiig tbu coiifoiloratiuii of tlio 
I'x'ovincc, tho colobratioii of tliu lir.st 
Duiiiinion day and tlio siib.soiiuciit forma- 
tion of Hurvoy prvties, ivhich lie said had 
been dwiidled do^vn year by year to such 
inaignificauco as to lead to a jirotest being 
forwardod by tho lucal to tliu Iinporial 
govoniinuiit, tho re.sult of which wa.s tho 
arrangouioiit, to whicli tlio Dominion gov- 
ernment was an a.ssunting l>arty, known 
as tlie Carnarvon Tcriiis. Tlicru could be 
no doubt that tho Province had been in- 
duced by the promise of tho railway ti> 
enter tho confodoration. He -woiild not 
alliulo to ]ir(iiHisiti(Pii!MiKuh' byJIr. Edgar; 
but would ooiuo ilouii at. once to the ad- 
tU'css forwardod to the home govoriiiiioiit 
by tho hito govoriiiiioiit. Tliat address 
waa (ulmitUdlij slmiKj, for it had been 
unanimously passed by tho House and no 
dividing line was allowed to exist between 
mainland and island members. Ho sin- 
coruly hoped that a niuiihir p:itriotisni 
would guide hoii. iiiouihor.s in dealing with 
tho address ho was about to place before 
tlio House. Ho trusted the iiuestion would 
be dealt with on its ineritii, on a largo and 
broad basis, and thtit members would lend 
tho Goveriimoiit the !ii;si.stanco they were 
entitled to oxpect, because in lending that 
assistance they would bo aiding the Pro- 
vince at large. The discussion sliould bo 
free from all sectional diU'ereiices ;uid 
those local dissentions that had proved 
deadly weapons in tho past, that had turn- 
ed island against maiuhuul, .should be ex- 
terminated once and forever. There should 
bo no battle between the Island and the 
Mainland, had been the ea.so but too 
frequently in the past to the delight of 
the Dominion Government and designing 
politicianB and demagogues. If the doeu- 
nionthohad to present were not strong 
enough it could be changed, but lie would 
remind hon. nieinbci .i that t lie u.su of raljid 
language was not desirable. Canada's 
violation not only of the original 
terms, but of tho siibseiiuent Carnarvon 
settlement, loyally accepted by tho Prov- 
ineo, had been fairly but firuily set forth. 
He did not deem it the duty of the House 
to deal with the Doniinioii Uoveiiniicnt as 
the Mackon'/io or Macdonald Clovoriiuient; 
tho House should know neither tlrit nor 
Conservative. Without deniaudiug the 
pound of (lesli he believed the Province 
could stand up loyally, hunustly and lion- 
orably and claim that lier rights should be 
observed. Tho hon. gentleman then al- 
luded to tho ruinous di.saiipointuients that 
had been experienced in conniicrcial cir- 
cles in the Province liecause of Canada's 
violation of the terms. lie believed tliat 
all classes of the Province would, if they 
were permitted, be loyal to Canada anil 
Canailian institutions and he hoped oven 
in face of the address which ho litul to 
present to the House that a kindly .spirit 
would ho i!vineed towards tho Dominion. 
He then proceeded to dilate on the rail- 
way policy of tho Elliott Govcriuuent and 
whilst giving them credit for their luiiiutos 
and protests, which he thought wore 
praiscw(jrthy, blamed them for not going 
further. lie had (pioted the clause from 
the minute of the Elliott Govoriuuent, 
dated Sfarch SC.th, .1877, because ho 
thought it a good one .and ho supposed 
tliat hon. gontlomen opposite could not 
now decline to suiiport it ; if tlioy did 
their profesHiiius ill 1S77 were worthless 
and insincere. No one coubl accuse the 
Prbvince of haste in tliis iimttor for the 
people had been patient beyond measure. 
No rebellious sentiments had been utter- 
ed ; all had been peace and quietude under 
this load.of (lisappohitment and distress, 
and he thought it redounded greatly to 
the credit of the Province that tho course 
which would doitbtless have been pursiu-il 
by older and more populous eoinmuiiities 
had not been followed lieie. lie tlien al- 
luded to the rciUDVal of the steel rails 
from tho Island to the Mainland and said 
that he could not liclieve, after the fre- 
quent deccptiiniH practised by the Do- 
minion Goveriiiiient, that the lauding of 
the rails at "i'tile meant eoiistruetiiin on 
the Mainland any more than the landing 
of them at Nauaimo ami I'Jsciui malt meant 
Construction on the Island. IJo could 
not believe it in the face of so many 
promises broken by Canada. Allowing, 
however, that^his susjiicions werogrouiul- 
Icss, was there even thou any harm in the 
address to the Queen i Could any Jlain- 
land member object to it, for was he not, 
in BBking for railway construction in tiny 
part of tlio Province the Dominion Gov- 
ernment might think fit, doing justice to 
hhusolf ami eiide.avoring to confer a bone- 
lit on Priti.-sli Columbia at largo? His 
(Mr. W.'b) past e.xperienco of the Do- 
minion Government convinced him that 
tho Province coyld deal with them in no 
other way than that proposed. Every dis- 
patch from them containing fair promises 
had been consigned to the wa.ste pajicr 
basket and if tlioj' had been iu earnest 
with reference to lilainland railway con- 
struction they Avoukl not simply have iaid 



that Burrard Inlet "may probably be" the 
terminus. Thoy -.vould have said, we have 
decided it is the terminus and railway 
construction will conimenco imraediatel}'. 
The Province knew how the Government 
had broken it.s i>o.iitive pledges; then could 
it bo expected they would atUiere to a 
luomise only implied by fast aud loose 
langu.ago! No reliance whatever could bo 
jilaced on their most emphutic promises, 
for from first to last they had been ruth- 
lessly and cruelly disregarded. In cuu- 
clusion ho trusted tho House would re- 
gard the question from a Provincial staiid- 
piiint and that no allusion would bo made 
to tho Mainland as against Island or vice 
ii'r.sii. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Siiiithe said that aa he had listened 
to the rciiKirks of tho leader of the Gov-; 
eriimciit ho had felt a sort of sym- 
pathy for him as it was .so painfully ap- 
parent that he was sutlering from a 
kiiowlodgo of the awkwardness of bis 
liositiou. Ho romemborod, however, when 
tho Elliott Government were in power, 
hearing tho now leader of thoGovemment 
eondomii the slibrts and minutes of bis 
pivdeecssors as wiahy-wash)-, milk-and 
-watery. When in Opposition j\Ir. 
Walkem said tlio Elliott Government 
wore incapable of dealing with the ques- 
tion, were too weak to rise to' its iinpor- 
tanco, but now: I'O"- gcntlemau char- 
acterized tho minute of^ March, IS77, as 
not only strong, but good. So good and 
so strong was it that the leader of the 
Government bad copied (Uio of its clauses 
and embodied it word for word in the 
address before the House. Ho therefore 
luul to congratulate the leader of tlio 
Government on his good taste, and would 
tell him tliat he intoiidod to support that 
]iortion of the address. Ho regrottcd, 
however, that he could not congratulate 
the (lovoniment on the narrow view they 
toidc of so great a national ipiestion. 
Their p(dicy had ever been and was now 
to " light Maukenzio, tight Canada" — a 
p( l icy that had done rnqro to clash tho 
hopes of tho Province than anyone could 
conceive. On aecouiit of that policy' the 
railway prospects were well nigh dead 
when "the Elliott Guvermiient inuh theiii 
in hand. A hostile feeling liad been 
aroused in Canada against the Province, 
and it was not to bo wondered at when 
tho liuiguage of Ministers in this House 
was taken into consideration. When, 
however, the Elliott Government as- 
sumed ollico the beligerent, "light IMaCr 
kenzio |)oliey," which liad had the ofl'ect 
\if bolittling and ridiculing the Province 
ill the Dominion Government press 
ceased, railway prospects were raised 
from tlio mud and miro, and after tlie 
Elliott Government had been in office a 
short time articles appeared in the Cana- 
dian pres.s of a far diU'eveiit cliaraeter, 
speaking in terms of eulogy of the Prov- 
ince and intimating that she would prove 
of immense value to tho Dominion. The 
Elliott Government luul, however, been 
defcatoil, and tho Government that luid 
well nigh killed the railway hopes of the 
I'rovinco assumed ollicu again, and the 
first thing they did was to bring down 
tliiii rubbishey, contemptible resolution 
at the foot of the address ho hold in his 
hand. If it were not for the clause ex- 
tracted from tho minute of the Elliott 
Governmcut it would not be worthy of 
the .slightest consideration. Throughout 
oven the city of A''iotoria no one seemed 
to take the least interest in tho rc.solit- 
tiou, the yeneral coimuoiit being "There 
is no harm in it — lotjtgo." Even the 
leader of the Governinent made use of tho 
same e.xpiessioii; he had asked " Wliat 
harm c;in it do?" and that was about all 
lie had to say in support of it. He (Mr. 
W.) knew very well that he only intro- 
duced the resolution to blind the eyes of 
the poor dupes who were liia supporters, 
lie know it would have no [iractieal ef- 
fect or value, and contented him.solf by 
saying " What harm can it dol" With 
reforoiico to tho removal of the steel rails 
ho (Mr. S.) ridiculed tho idea that Mr. 
Mackenzie was not in earnest with refer- 
cnco to railway coiistniction on the jNIain- 
huid. Was it at all likely that lie would 
expend a few thousand dollars for politi- 
cal purposes when an advdrtiseiucnt call- 
ing for tenders retuniablo the day after 
tho election would have answered the 
purpose ju-it as well! If he had iiitouded 
to spend money to inllucnco the elections 
he would have expended it on the Island 
where possibly a supporter or two might 
liavo been gained; certainly ho would 
not have expended it on tho Main- 
laud whore the meniber.s wore idready 
inclined to supjiort him. He (Mr. S.) 
then alluded to the course .iiursued by 
Mi: Walkem a few yuars since, when ho 
eulogized JNlr. jNItickonzie, dilated on his 
great integrity and honor and asserted that 
he was worthy tho homage and worshiii of 
every Pritish Columbian. Suddenly, how- 
over, that gentleman (Mr. Widkein), when 
lie found it suited liix iiulividiial pur[)ose, 
tunicd round and abused i\Ir. Mackenzie, 
adiq)ting tliat "fight Canada, figlit Mac- 
Keiizie p(jliey" which, as he (Mr. S.) had 
said, had well nigh killed tho railway pros- 
pects of tho country. Referring to the 
clause of the address he (Mr. S.) would 
decidedly oppose it. It took a contracted 
and niiridw view of the ipiestion and not 
(iiie word had been said by tho 
loader of the Government to explain what 
would be tho future condition of tho la- 
land and of tho Mainland if the resolution 
were permitted to bo carried into effect. 
l'roba,bly the leader nf the Government 
liad not explained what would be that 
future liecause ho well knew it was in- 
tended that the elauae should never lie 
carried into eilect and that it had only 
bcoii inserted in the address to satisfy the 
diqieH tli.at hung on to his skirts. (Hear, 
hear). The linn, gentleman then referrinl 
to the advaiiceiiient made by the Province 
since confederation and pictured its condi- 
tion before the union. Confederation, he 
said, had uiidoubtedlygiven theProviricea 
grandfutur.e,muchofwTuchhewa8preparod 
to admit depended on railway construction. 
Hut he still lielieved with a majority of 
the [icoiile of the country that the railway 
would yet he built and that befure very 
long; but c.'irry out the resolution pro- 
posed liy the leader of the Governnieut 
and tho hopes of the iieople would be 
bbi.steil forever. Ho took it to bo his 
duty to stand in liis place and take a 
higher view of tho tpiestion and protest 
against the passage uf any such foolhardy 
or thoughtless resolution. The inevitable 
consequence, if the resolution ever took ef- 
fect, would be the fall of British Colum- 
bia— a relapse to the condition of depres- 
sion she experienced before Confederation. 
He therefore hoped the Government 
would give way aiitl refrain from contijiu- 
ing the policy they liiid inaugurated. The 
Province had already enlisted tho sympa- 
thy of England, having a good ctuisc and 
ii strong cause, and consequently stood a 
good chance of obtaining its rights. IJut 
carry out this resolution and what would 
be tho resiiU >. Why, the liopes of the 
Province would bo shattered forever. If 
the Governinent would withdraw this re- 
solution ho would promise thcin for liiiii- 
self and his side of the ' House that its 
withdrawal should never bo used against 
tlioin and it would spare liim the trouble 
of moving the iimondnicnt he had prepar- 
etl. (Lr-uglitor from GoYcrnmont sup- 
porters and cheers from the Opposition.)

A message was read from his honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor transmitting tlie sup- 
lenieutary estimates, which were i"ef erred 
to committee of supply. 

The bill was recoiiuneuded by the com- 
mittee and read a firet time. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the bill 
provided for necessary 'xepaiis to public 
works and buildings, to' feois to justices 
of the jieacc and grants for school houses 
unprovided for. The sum to bo granted 
would not exceed 5*10,000. 

The bill was then read and committed, 
Mr. Gillivray iu the chair. 

Mr. Vernon asked if justices of the 
peace who had advanced premiums by 
authority of an Order in Council existing 
in 1877 for wolves and panthers destroy- 
ed, wero to be ro-imbui'sod. 

Hon. jMr. Walkem said those parties 
could athuii to wait and he would ask his 
hou. friend to let the matter stand over. 

Tho bill was then reported complete 
without amondineuts and passed its third 
reading. 

■run n.vri.w.vY questiox. 

Mr. Smithe, continuing, said when the 
debate had been adjourned ho was refor- 
riiig to tho strong position hold by tho 
Province. He had referred to the mis- 
takes of 1873, '7-t and '75,and subsequently 
to the policy of tho Elliott Government. 
He had enclcavorod to show that this reso- 
lution would luive tho eflect of destroying 
the strong position held by the Province 
tiiul he had pictured the dark future in 
store should tho rosidution ever bo carried 
out. He was certain tho result would bo 
a I'olapso to tho wretched condition of tho 
counti-y before Confederation. Our only 
chance for railway construction was to re- 
tain our i>iesent position ami continue to 
as.sert our rig^its. He was jiroparod to 
endorse all of the resolution with the ex- 
cept iuu of that false step which the leader 
nf the Government desired tho House to 
take by adopting tho final clause which 
threatened septutition from tho Dominion. 
Ho felt assured that tho step was wrong 
and that it would work irreparable and 
irretroivable damage to tho country whoso 
interests wero ideiiticid from a broad and 
national standpoint with the other Prov- 
inces of the Confederation. He failed to 
sou why, at thia particular time, British 
Columbia or its Government should pro- 
pose to withdraw from tho union. Possibly 
never, at any time during the annals of 
the rrovinco since Confederation, was 
there less reason for Haunting this threat 
in tho face of the Dominion Government. 
Just at this moment the prospects for rail- 
way construction wore brighter than over 
and that was one reason why he could not 
but regard the policy df tho Government 
as iiuist suicidal, lie believed the Do- 
iiiiuiun were .'lincere iu their efforts to 
comnienee construction and therefore at 
this time, above till others, the resolution 
was ill-timed. The country wanted some- 
thing more than a resolution that "life no 
harm in it ;" a resolution was wanted tlmt 
would advance the interests of the coun- 
try. There was just a bare possibility 
that tho resolution would result in Canada 
saying to British Columbia, "unwilling as 
wo are to [lart with you, go !" If such 
wero really tho eflect, wliat he would re- 
iteiute, would buoy up the country that 
now 1ms 80 glorious a future before it) 
The resolution recalled to his mind' tho 
belief often expressed by one of his (Mr. 
S.'.s) constituents who stoutly contended 
that tho now leader of tho Government 
had for yetirs been playing into Mr. Mac- 
kenzie's hands by his tight Canada policy, 
lie (jNIr. S.) was not prepared to go so far 
as his constituent, but he was firmly of tho 
opinion that if the resolution passed 
Mr. Mackenzie might say "horo 
is . just wliat I want. At pres- 
ent I a'^n making a pretense to carry 
out lailway construction on the Main- 
land. The Semite rejected my Island 
railway bill, and now the Province re- 
quires mo to perform an impossibiliiy, or 
in default the Province will secede. 
Now as 1 cannot perform an impossibility 
and if I don't do so tho Province will 
secede, the best thing I can' do is to let 
it go if it wants to and rest on my 
oars for the next move." Taking all the 
circumstances into consideration ho folt 
assured that the loader of the Govern- 
ment was insincere. .\s he had already 
said ho (iNlr. S.) must protest against the 
sciiaratiou clause and ho now had the 
honor to move that it bo struck out and 
tho following clause inserted in its stead: — 

9. That under those circumstances, 
therefore, and in view of tho inability of 
British Columbia, of itself, to compel 
Canada to carry out its Railway obliga- 
tions to this Province, to which by every 
considoratiou. of justice and sciiHe of 
honor it is bound, your petitioners pray 
that your Majesty will bo graciously 
pletwed to move to urge upon the Do- 
niinioii Ciovcrnnient the necessity at this 
late date for ctirrying into immediate 
efl'ect its agreement to build the Railway 
from Esciuiiiialt to Nanaiino; aud to urge 
also the importance of hastening' com- 
mencement of euustriiction on the Main- 
land so that in both sections of tho Prov- 
ince the finding of iiiicortainty produced 
and injury inllieted by tho constantly re- 
curring and long continued delays which 
liiive been cx|)erienced in the coniinonco- 
meiit o£ that important work slitill be 
completely and permanently allayed. 

Ho thought no exception could be tak- 
en to tho ainendmcnt he had just read. It 
asked for tho Island aud Mainland rail- 
way at once in order that tho fooling of 
di.squietude iiiiglit eease to exist and thus 
that political parties might have something 
better to do tluui "light Mackenzie." Ho 
believed it was useless for the Province to 
I ry to Compel Mr. Mackenzie to do what he 
had declared he could notpossibly perform. 
He had fniiiied tho amendment in its pre- 
sent form because tho country was on the 
(ive of a general election and it was pos- 
sible there might shortly bo a now gov- 
ornincnt in power who would take a dif- 
ferent view of the railway question to that 
takon by Mr. Mackenzie, and it wtis also 
possible that by a new government the 
Island railway might yet bo constructed 
and the original terms carried out as 
nearly as jiossible to tho letter. Tho 
Mainland had already obtained the pro- 
mise of all she expected, and he was quite 
sure no mcmbor from that section tvould 
lii!gi-udgo the Island her railway also. Ho 
tlioiiglit he had made tho provision advis- 
edly, and that it was only proper to im- 
press again upon Her j\Iajesty that Cana- 
da is hound hy every sense of honor to 
Iniild not only the rtiilway on tho Main- 
land, but that on the Island from Es- 
(piiimilt to Nauaimo. Ho was in earnest 
when he asked the Government to with- 
draw their resolution, and he would once 
more appeal to them not to strike the 
blow at tlio prosperity of Britisli Colum- 
bia they seemed determined on. 'Ho ask- 
ed tho Oovcrnmcnt from patriotic mo- 
tives as well as from lower and persouiil 
motives not to place the Province in a 
false position. He considered tho motto 
of tho GovcnnuQut should ordinarily bo 
country iirst, personal interest next; but 
when country and - personal interest ran 
jiaiallol then the effort made by individu- 
als should he all tho stronger. In this 
instance his personal interests wore iden- 
tical with those of the cojnnionwcalth and 
that might possibly account for his fervor 



inadvocathig the construction of 'the'iaa- 
way on the Island as well as on thtMain- 
land. Ho believed the Island railway 
would prove a paying institution. He Iwd 
sought information on the subject and ho 
felt certain it would pay from date of con- 
struction. Tliis had never been urged on 
tho Dominion Government, who thought 
the buililing of that portion of the lino 
would prove an unprofitable oxpondituro of 
money. Ho knew tliat LordDufferiu had 
been informed by certain' people in Vic- 
toria city that the lino would novor pay; 
but if ho (JL-. S.) had been of that oiriniou 
ho would novor have had the audacity to 
demand that tho Dominion Government 
should build it at all hazards, or in default 
the Province would withdraw from tho 
Confederation. He could not conceive 
how Mr. Walkem could take such a lowand 
narrow view of tho question. ' Ho 'was 
not a.sliamcd to state that he was person- 
.illy interested in the construction of tho 
Island railway; but he would leave it to 
those who had nothing to lose to strike 
tho rash blow at the future prosperity of 
tho country. So long as he could see the 
sun of prosperity rising in the liorizon, so 
long na he could see tho faintest shadow 
of hope for the future of the Province, so 
long was he prepared to maintain the 
strong position of tho country in connec- 
tion with her claims on tho Douiiniun of 
Canada, ho was not willing te ruin them 
forever by threatening separation and 
tliorcfore had much pleasure in moving 
tho amendment (applause). 
Mr. Pimbury seconded the amendment.

The colored race in America coutin- 
uea to increase anil multiply, but ik 
also continues to die xvith a rapidity 
that it is diflicult to account for. 
Statistics have lately been lU'cparcd 
showing the relative deaths rates 
among the wUite and colored inhabit- 
ants of' the. principal Southern cities. 
-From these figures it appears that the 
mortalicy among tho blaeks is about 
75 per cent, greater than among the 
whites. In Memjihis the deathrato 
among the whites is 18.0G jier 1,000, 
while that of the blacks is 40:06 per 
1,000, every year. In Mobile tho an- 
nual death rate of tlio whites is 12:15 
per 1,000, -while the negroes die at the 
rate of 23:17 per 1,000. In Richmond 
the rate is 17:30 for the whites and 
28:13 for the blacks, while in Now 
Orleans it is 25:45 for tho former and 
39:G0 for the latter. The greatest mor- 
tality among the whites is reached in 
Oharleston, xvlicre the rate is 27:2 I per 
1,000; xvliilo the district of Columbia 
furnishes the largest death-roll for the 
blacks— namly, 47:90 per 1,000. Ifc 
is a curious fact that Mobile, within 
forty miles of the Gulf of Mexico, a])- 
pears to be the healthiest of Southern 
cities for the whites and next to the 
healthiest for the blacks.
